Much  of  the  information  on  George  and  Nancy  Curts  was  learned 
through  the  records  of  their  children. 
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We  can  only  conjecture  that  about  the  time  Robert  and 
Sinai  Curts  moved  to  Clinton  County  the  home  of  George  Curts 
in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  was  uncertain.  It  can  be  noted  that  four 
of  the  younger  brothers  and  sisters  of  Robert  either  moved  with 
him  or  came  to  Clinton  County  and  made  the  home  of  Robert  and 
Sinai  their  home  or  headquarters  until  they  became  established. 
Aunt  “Bee”  Rebecca  Curts  Douglas,  told  my  mother  that  Robert 
always  talked  loud  and  emphatic  and  that  the  younger  ones  had 
to  check  with  him  before  they  did  anything  of  importance.

In  an  old  record  book  in  the  Court  House  at  Hamilton,  Ohio  a 
genealogist  found  a  record  of  a  Michael  Curts  making  application 
for  a  Revolutionary  War  pension.  This  was  made  in  the  form  of 
an  affidavit,  under  oath,  to  Judge  Henry  Weaver  in  1818.  I  sent 
for  and  received  a  copy  of  this  Revolutionary  War  statement. 
It  gives  a  complete  war  record,  but  gives  no  family.  The  Act  of 
1820  changed  this  so  that  an  application  for  a  pension  gives 
enough  family  to  be  of  some  help  in  a  case  like  this. 

The  lapse  of  time  from  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War  to 
1803,  when  Ohio  became  a  State,  leaves  scattered  and  very  in¬ 
complete  records  in  Western  Ohio  where  the  Curts  family,  or 
families,  settled  and  as  of  now,  we  find  the  name  frequently  but 
without  connections. 

One  of  the  things  that  hampered  the  research  of  these  family 
statistics  is  the  many  different  ways  the  census  takers  spelled 
the  name  Curts.  The  most  common  way  was  Kurts.  However, 
a  photostat  of  the  1850  census  shows  Robert  Kirts  24,  Sinai 
Kirts  25,  Rebecca  Kirts  12.  The  census  taker  then  makes  the 
notation  “End  of  Jacksonburg.”  Other  spellings  were  Kurtz 
and  Curtz.

They  are  buried  in  the 
Xenia  cemetery  near  that  place.  This  cemetery  is  no  longer  used 
extensively  and  its  upkeep  or  preservation  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  township  trustee.

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In  the  older  part  of  Bunnell  Cemetery,  2 y.>  miles  west  of  Frank¬ 
fort,  Indiana,  is  the  grave  marker  of  Calvin  Pitman.  Died  Nov. 
8,  1843 — age  62  years,  11  months  and  12  days.  His  wife  Hannah 
Phares  Pitman  is  buried  beside  him.

This  statement  was  made  by  C.  E.  Dubbs,  Wyoming,  Ohio,  April 
23,  1950.  Mr.  Dubbs  is  a  member  of  the  Historical  &  Philosophical 
Society  of  Ohio  (Cincinnati),  and  a  member  of  the  group  which 
searches  for  old  abandoned  graveyards  and  copies  the  headstone 
inscriptions. 

About  Jonathan  Pitman — “According  to  Olden  he  kept  a  tavern  at 
the  top  of  Foster  Hill  on  the  old  Hamilton  Road,  1  and  %  miles 
south  of  what  is  now  Glendale. 

Pitman’s  tavern  was  the  first  and  only  voting  place  in  Sycamore 
township  of  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio,  as  well  as  the  meeting  place  for 
all  political  as  well  as  public  gatherings.” 

“I  knew  that  Harry  Pittman  of  Cooper  Ave.,  Lockland,  Ohio, 
was  a  direct  descendant  of  Jonathan  Pitman,  so  I  phoned  him 
today  for  further  information. 

“Harry  could  tell  me  little  regarding  his  activities  other  than  that 
he  was  the  first  or  second  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  Sycamore  town¬ 
ship  (Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio)  and  that  he  was  an  officer  in  the  New 
Jersey  Militia  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  “Asked  as  to  where 
Jonathan  was  buried  I  received  the  surprise  of  my  life,  that  is 
that  he  (Harry  Pitman)  has  the  original  grave  stones  of  both 
Jonathan  and  his  wife,  in  his  garage  at  home,  bearing  the 
following  inscriptions : 

Jonathan  Pitman  1747-1834 — Died  at  age  of  87,  and  the  stone 
states  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  Militia. 

Rebecca  Cleavenger  Pitman,  Wife  of  Jonathan  Pitman,  1755-1825. 
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“Harry  tells  me  that  the  stones  were  taken  from  what  he  thinks 
was  known  as  the  Old  Salem  Burial  Ground  located  to  the  north 
of  the  Skillman  road  and  between  the  Pennsylvania  and  New  York 
Central  railroad  tracks.  lie  went  there  a  number  of  years  ago 
when  the  super  highway  was  built  through  the  Levi  White  farm 
to  look  at  the  graves  and  as  the  stones  were  all  down  he  took  the 
headstones  of  his  ancestors,  Jonathan  Pitman  and  his  wife,  Reb- 
becca  from  the  burial  place  and  removed  them  to  his  own  property, 
257  North  Cooper  Road,  Lockland,  Ohio. 

Mr.  Dubbs  certifies  to  this.  He  saw  the  headstones.

Rebecca  Hoover 
In  January,  1858,  Henry  Kephart,  Sr.  went  east  of  the  mountains 
to  visit  his  two  daughters,  Mary  and  Barbara.  On  his  return, 
about  the  first  of  February  he  left  the  stage  at  the  Sandy  Ridge 
Hotel,  intending  to  walk  home  from  there  by  way  of  Osceola 
Mills,  but  was  never  seen  or  heard  of  after  leaving  the  hotel. 
When  it  became  known  that  he  was  missing,  search  was  in¬ 
stituted,  and  for  more  than  a  week  hundreds  of  people  traversed 
the  mountains  in  every  direction  in  search  of  his  body,  but  all 
to  no  purpose.  It  is  believed  that  he  lost  his  way  in  the  mountains 
and  perished  in  the  snow.  What  was  supposed  to  be  his  skelton 
was  found  long  afterwards.

Letters  from  Rev.  William  Penzer  (grandson  of  Nicholas — son  of 
Catherine,  youngest  child  of  Nicholas  Kephart)— these  letters 
were  received  in  1888  and  in  1895 — state  that  Nicholas  emigrated 
from  Switzerland  to  America  and  that  he  was  age  96  when  he  died. 
Mrs.  Nancy  Hughes,  granddaughter  of  Nicholas  Kephart,  stated 
in  1904  that  she  distinctly  remembered  the  old  gentleman  and 
that  he  died  when  she  was  not  yet  seven  years  old.  Mrs.  Hughes 
was  born  May  4,  1823.  From  these  data  we  may  fix  the  date  of 
Nicholas  birth  approximately  1733,  and  of  his  death,  1829. 
Nicholas  Kephart  arrived  in  America  October  13,  1747  on  the 
ship  “Two  Brothers”,  his  emigrant  name  being  Nicholas  Gebhart.

In  the  Revolutionary  War,  Nicholas  Kephart  served  as  a  private  in 
Fourth  Company,  Second  Battalion  of  Lancaster  County  Militia, 
under  Captain  David  Krause.  In  1781,  his  name  also  appears  in 
Associators  and  Militia  of  Northampton  County  under  Captain 
John  Trexler,  First  Battalion  and  Sixth  Company,  Commanded 
by  Lieutenant  Colonel  Stephen  Balliet.  His  name  appears  in  this 
latter  Company  lor  1781  and  82.  At  this  time  Nicholas  Kephart 
was  about  fifty  years  of  age.

Abraham  Goss  married  a  second  time,  but  no  children  were  born 
of  this  union.

He  enlisted  the  same  time  as  his  father,  in  1778,  in 
the  Second  Pennsylvania  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel 
Stewart,  and  served  as  a  Fifer  and  Drummer  Boy  in  Cobea’s

He  resided  in  Clearfield  Co.,  Pa.,  when  he  applied  for  a  pension 
in  1833.  The  pension  was  granted.

Johan  George  Goess  b.  about  1729,  emigrated  from  Germany  to 
America  in  1754  and  settled  in  Wyoming  Valley,  Pa.  He  was  a 
classical  scholar,  proficient  in  not  less  than  six  or  eight  languages, 
and  originally  used  a  diphthong  in  spelling  the  name,  Goess. 
After  coming  to  America,  he  dropped  the  first  part  of  his  name 
and  it  became  George  Goss. 

Elizabeth  is  spoken  of  only  as  the  wife  of  George  or  the  mother 
of  Abraham.  She  was  born  in  Germany  1785  and  married  Johan 
George  Goess  1775  in  Pennsylvania. 

There  were  three  sons,  George  Goss,  Jacob  Goss,  Abraham  Goss. 
The  two  older  sons,  were  killed  in  the  Wyoming  Massacre,  about 
the  second  year  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Abraham  was  fourteen 
years  old  at  that  time.  The  father,  mother  and  Abraham  barely 
escaped  by  secreting  themselves  in  the  laurel.  Immediately  after 
this  George  Goss,  altho  nearly  fifty  years  of  age,  enlisted  in 
General  Washington’s  army.  Altho  only  a  lad,  Abraham  enlisted 
about  the  same  time  and  served  as  a  Drummer  and  Fifer  for 
three  or  four  years.  The  wife  and  mother  attached  herself  to  the 
same  army  as  hospital  nurse  and  cook. 

George  Goss  served  as  private  in  the  5th  Pennsylvania  Regiment 
Continental  Army  until  near  the  close  of  the  war  when  he  was 
killed  in  action.  The  mother  then  went  to  General  Washington’s 
headquarters  in  person  and,  kneeling  before  him,  asked  that  he 
release  her  only  boy  from  further  service,  telling  him  that  she 
already  had  given  up  her  husband  and  two  sons.  The  humane 
general  granted  her  request. 

She  and  her  son,  penniless,  started  out  to  seek  a  living  for  them¬ 
selves.  After  journeying,  working,  and  hardships  they  settled 
near  the  present  site  of  Lock  Haven,  Pennsylvania. 

This  mother,  Elizabeth  Goss,  moved  to  Clearfield  Co.,  with  her 
son.  Abraham,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Emenhizer  Goss.  She 
died  in  1810  and  is  buried  in  the  Goss  Cemetery.  Her  grave  is 
decorated  by  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  with  a 
bronze  marker. 

The  husband  George  Goss  and  two  sons,  George,  Jr.  and  Jacob, 
are  buried  on  the  battlefield.

Swift  Perry,  Sr.  was  a  native  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  Emigrated  to 
America  prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War  and  settled  in  Virginia. 
He  was  married  to  Mrs.  Morehead  in  Virginia. 

They  had  two  sons  and  two  daughters.  Swift  Perry,  Jr.  was  the 
elder  and  the  only  one  of  which  there  is  a  record. 

In  writing  a  biographical  sketch  of  Adam  Perry,  Cyrus  J.  Kephart 
alluded  to  the  celebrated  Dean  Swift  as  a  relative  of  his  maternal 
ancestors.  We  assume  this  Dean  Swift  is  Jonathan  Swift  (1667- 
1745),  dean  of  St.  Patrick’s,  Dublin,  author  of  Gulliver’s  Travels, 
etc.  At  any  rate  the  mother  thought  enough  of  it  to  give  the 
name  to  her  son. 

Parents  of  Katharine  Guthrie  Perry 

William  C.  Guthrie,  d.  12-29-1840,  and  Rachel  Jones  Guthrie  were 
natives  of  Virginia.  They  emigrated  to  Highland  County,  Ohio, 
about  1815,  bought  a  farm  and  started  a  blacksmith  shop.

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The  RIGHT  NAME  for  the  RIGHT  COUSIN 

Conversation  on  the  subject  of  who  is  related  to  whom  often  bogs  down 
over  terminology,  particularly  when  it  comes  to  defining  cousins. 

Your  first  cousin,  of  course,  is  your  parent’s  brother’s  (or  sister’s)  child. 
However,  the  first  cousin’s  child  is  not  your  second  cousin,  as  is  sometimes 
thought  to  be  the  case,  but  your  first  cousin  once  removed.  The  child  of  the 
first  cousin  once  removed  is  your  first  cousin  twice  removed,  and  his  child 
your  first  cousin  three  times  removed. 

Your  second  cousin  is  your  grandparent’s  brother’s  (or  sister’s)  grandchild. 
That  second  cousin’s  child  is  your  second  cousin  once  removed,  his  child  your 
second  cousin  twice  removed,  and  so  on. 

And  your  third  cousin?  It’s  your  great-grandparent’s  brother’s  (or  sister’s) 
great-grandchild.  The  third  cousin’s  child  is  your  third  cousin  once  removed, 
his  child  your  third  cousin  twice  removed. 

Some  other  occasionally  misunderstood  terms: 

Siblings — have  parents  in  common.  Brothers  and  sisters  are  siblings. 
Grandnephewr  (or  grandniece) — the  grandchild  of  your  brother  or  sister. 
Great-aunt  (or  great-uncle) — the  sister  (or  brother)  of  your  grandparent. 

Great-grandaunt  (or  great-granduncle) — the  sister  or  brother  of  your 
great-grandparents. 

Stepfather  (or  stepmother) — the  husband  of  your  mother  (or  the  wife  of 
your  father)  by  a  subsequent  marriage. 

Stepchild — the  child  of  your  husband  or  wife  by  a  former  marriage. 
Stepsister  (or  stepbrother) — the  child  of  your  stepfather  or  stepmother. 

Half  sister  (or  half  brother) — the  child  of  your  mother  and  stepfather,  or 
of  your  father  and  stepmother,  or  of  either  parent  by  a  former  marriage. 
In-laws — your  connections  by  the  law  of  marriage  (as  distinct  from  relatives 
by  blood);  in  particular,  your  husband’s  or  wife’s  relatives  and  your  own 
brother’s  wife  or  sister’s  husband. 

Ancestor— -the  person  from  whom  you  descend  “directly,”  such  as  a  grand¬ 
parent  or  great-grandparent. 

Descendant — the  person  who  descends  “directly”  from  you,  such  as  a 
grandson  or  great-granddaughter. 

Lineal  relations — those  in  the  “direct”  line  of  ascent  or  descent,  such  as  a 
grandfather  or  granddaughter. 

Collateral  relations — those  relatives  who  are  “linked”  by  a  common  ancestor, 
such  as  aunts,  uncles,  and  cousins. 
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To  My  Heritage 

It  is  with  humility  that  I  publish  this  Genealogy  with  so 
much  prominence  to  Lloyd  Maynard  Curts.  However,  I  saw  no 
way  to  focus  it  otherwise  and  still  show  the  family  lines  that  are 
a  part  of  me  and  thus  double  that  in  the  blood  of  our  children. 
Ethel’s  father  (Cyrus  Jeffries  Kephart)  has  left  much  of  the 
material  in  typewritten  form.  My  mother  (Laura  Josephine 
Curts)  had  left  much  of  the  material  in  the  family  Bible,  obit¬ 
uaries,  and  written  on  the  backs  of  photographs — so  that  there 
was  a  compulsion  that  impelled  me  to  print  it  in  this  more 
permanent  form. 

This  is  not  intended  to  be  a  complete  family  history.  In 
checking  or  researching  old  records,  I  came  across  incidents  of 
near  kin  that  were  most  interesting  but  did  not  add  to  the 
straight  genealogical  line.  Assembling  ancestral  facts  is  as 
interesting  as  many  of  the  games  we  play  or  the  items  we  read. 
As  the  family  line  continues  to  branch,  this  may  allow  any  in¬ 
dividual  to  carry  on  with  his  own  line. 

This  is  not  a  money  making  venture.  However,  if  anyone 
wants  a  copy  for  commercial  purposes,  the  price  is  $5.00.  I  am 
sending  a  copy,  without  charge,  to  every  person  in  the  direct 
lines  for  whom  I  have  a  correct  address.  I  have  spent  about 
$900.00  for  genealogical  research  and  printing.  1  do  not  know 
the  financial  status  of  any  of  my  kinfolk.  However,  if  anyone 
feels  the  urge  to  aid  in  this  expense,  whatever  money  I  receive 
will  be  accepted  with  thanks. 

I  will  need  to  hear  from  some  who  receive  this  giving  me  the 
addresses  of  others  of  the  clan  whom  I  do  not  know.
